STKAM NAVIGATION TO Al H- 
TRALIA. 
Tub probability that attain navigation 
from England may be extended Lu Iheae 
ihorti involvM queriona of the greaUit 
inportance to the colonials and the inuther 
country. There are two poinU in the 
line now open to India, alum to lie en- 
tended to China, at which a branch might 
turn off to Atutralia . the Aiat in Point de 
Oalle (Ceylon) in the preterit line tu 
Calcutta, the <rt.her is Singapore in the 
eitrniioB vf that line to China. Singapore 
it praferalile to any other point in thai 
line, tt ia nearer to Australia than Point 
<le Oalk by half the breadth of the Indian 
Ocean j but even this greater proximity 
ii the leant of the advantages inch a line 
would putaeaa uver une from Point de 
tialle, the comparative ineriLs whitli 
we are induced io nuticr, only brcntifle 
steam rommunicatitin w ith the one point 
it already rilabiiihed, while tu the ulher 
it ii only proepmiie. The ditlance fnnn 
Swan River tu Paint de tialle ia aj grrai 
aa thai between New South Walei and 
.Singapore ; the one line extending acniN^ 
« blank ocean, the other Ihrmngh the 
rif heal archi|i«lagn of iilandi in Ihe world, 
abounding alio in coal. Between Aus- 
tralia and Point de Galle there it only 
one aroali trruup, (the Cocoa Iilandi), for 
a depAt of fuel , (lie Indian Archipelago, 
sludded with lalanda, admit* of depots at 
almost every day * run. Tailing Syiljtry 
aa the jxtiul to which (he navifrnlinn uf 
either route would leach, we find: he di>- 
lance from land lu Land in the ahorteiit 
directions reap*ctif*ly. to he aj followi : —

and to us il appears lhal in point i>f 
diMtance, and alili inure in the facility 
afforded for niinieioiii depola of fuel, lhe 
advantages ire », great in the nonherl) 
line from Singap.re eoinparer] witl, the 
longer lint fmm Point de Uatle, that the 
laif is nut likely to lie establiihrd, 
whereas the furrnrr is full of prdmisf, 
even as a speculation. 'W'e sincerely 
hoie, ho a ever, that for the evEensiun of 
trade and the prulntion of these cqlonira, 
the Govern me nt will aoon perceive ihe 
advantage ofctuploj ing »onie ufila largest 
stea mm on ihia service in lhe Indian 
Archipelago. Let ill rirnt, hourver, con- 
stdei how steam communication would 
pay as a speculation, in which |ioint of 
view, il is obviously necessary to consult 
the convenience of all AtiKralaiiaii 
colonies. To all these Singapore 
seems the cum Dion point Wost de- 
siiahle lirsl to lie attained, inasmuch as 
it is eipially in the way W England, 
Bengal, or China, and hence the greater 
pro liability of obtaining passengers or 
goods. Huh these could heal lie pick< L d 
up in voyages from and to Australia, will 
doubt lesi he learnl frum experienic , hut il 
appears to os that lhe |»ssages sliould 
alternate by the north and south of this 
island from Sydney to Singapore, grille 
Brut round by Melbourne, Adelaide, Laun- 
cestun, King Ocurge'a Sound, and Swan 
River, lu return touching at various 
points of the Indian Archipelago. Port 
rKssingiau, and Halifax Bay ; then, that a 
second steamer should leave Sydney, say 
one week after the other, to proceed in 
the opposite direction, namely, through 
Touch Straits, to return Ly Swan Miier 
through ltasa't Straus, touching at Laun- 
ccttuil Now, lis the chief expense Ll furl, 
and the chief profit it to be derived from 
the carriage of goods and passengers, il is 
obvious that great breadtha of sea are nol 
desirable. Such sea* arc chiefly met with 
in the longer of the tyio lines, or that 
through Basi's Straits, and (here the pre- 
vailing winds lib a 1 lou ards the land. In 
the shorter of the two linei (thai through 
Lhr Archipelago), the seas are smooth, 
especially within tin coral reef of the 
eastern coast of AuMralia. The islands of 
the Archiprlago are aa numerous that 
deputi of fuel might be formed at such 
short dittancea aa would admit either uf 
the employment of a very miall steamer 
or a large une lo carry * great cargo of 
goodi. and as the commercial projiensitie* 
■if ihe inhabitants of many of ilie. islands 
are mated (by Kolff and others), lo be 
against their improve meat ia agriculture, 
lurely a rich field for commerce ia iq t, e 
opened uut there bv steam navigation. 
The tin mloea of Ranka lie in this 
line. To the tiurth-aast of Bunko, 
there t'i an island comjioHril w holly 
of coal. The ritablishtueiit uf a co- 
lony of our own tu the north ward- 
about Halifax Bay. would alao be much 
in favour of a small abeam-vesae] apecula- 
Hon, aa in ttutl cue, capitalists from Bo- 
tope seeing the facility uf procuring cheap 
labou r afforded by the populous adjacent 
islands, would, soon probably , make it a 
place uf importance. A ateainer from 
New Zealand should fall in wtth those to 
leave Sydney at fixed periods, and thus 
complete the direr! communication by 
between lin K l*t)d and these her 
coloniea. The prospect of pa»- 
aengein Iroui )l.»)aiiid tu places still held 
ui claimed by the Dutch should not be 
overlooked in such a speculation, for 
•urely the Dtilch East India Iilandi, once 
considered the richest parts uf India, would 
be visited by pane ngers from Knrope when 
ateam navigation extended no far. To 
expatiate on the extension of our trade in 
horses to India, by a laud ruule to Port 
Kasjhgtotl, would only be lo abuse the 
p;uience of our readers while Sir (JfxiJuk 
(Jiep^ conlitiues tioveriior of this colony ; 
ailhotigh, evrr since the roiuplele survey 
of thai cuaaih) Ca|>t*iu Kino, iti oecupii- 
tion inai be .aid lo have rested with the 
(Jmertior. of New South Wale,. 

But we irnitl rrpui Ihe eipH'taion of 
our hopes, thirl it will lie judged expedient 
to bung Australia within Ihe tnngii circle 
of uleain>naiigatiou by Ilie erujilov nreul 
of one or two of those war- strainers oitb 
which, fur the prrarn alien of ihe pcai r of 
lhe world, Oreat Britain ia providing her- 
aetf. If, instead of having shi|>i of lhe 
line laid up in ordinary, large stcamcri 
could be tin ployed for tier carriage uf 
mails and of pupulatiou lo distant settle- 
ments and new coloniea, which could also 
lie available for thrir protection in time of 
war, thil iUrely is the quarulr of lhr world 
where such bulwarks could uc employed 
moat beneficially to our country, aud 
to mankind. Amidst these rich islands tin- 
light of Christianity has dawned am id dark 
clouds of barbariam. Traffic in slaves by 
the Piirtugueae is supposed to extend even 

10 the chores of Australia. The Archipe- 
lago is iufrslrd with pirates whose chief 
plunder couaisls of slaves. The French 
are sending war- steamers, it is said, into 
lhr Pacific , and if for patijit purpusra. 
there is plenty of work here foi uut war- 
steamers, — lowly tl would be the perfec- 
tion of tactic) so to employ them We 
trust Ihe buoying out uf lhr passage 
through the reefs of Torres Straits, and 
the other works on which Captain Hum 
woon i* now engaged there, are preparatory 
tn some arrangemrnl of this kind, and t lull 

11 will not be long before another colony 
it paublishrd in lhal vicinity which may 
afford, like &iiigatw»re at the opposite ex- 
treme of the Archipelago, British protec- 
tion lu all u hum misfortune or opjireasiun 
may caac upon il.

The Hideau 
Canal here terminate* by eight powerful 
and iplendid luck*. Thi* important canal 
connects Lake Ontario with the 8t. Law- 
rence, through a numeruui chain of in- 
land lake*. It involved an expenditure uf 
one tnilliun alerting. 

The Ottawa Hiver. the route uf lhe 
Tttyagrurt tu the Hudson * Hay Company, 
haa been scatidalouity neglected . but nut- 
nithitanding that discouraging circutu- 
uancr, iu beautiful locality and many 
natural advanlaget have attracted many 
tell lera, and in the luwnihip* on lhe river, 
particularly lhal uf Tarboltuii, the naval 
gentlemen and olhert who purchased land, 
fur retidencea have not been idle. The 
extension uf iheir cleared land, and their 
comfortable -broking houaea placed in the 
centre uf Iheir Improvements, cleaily 
tirdicate thai they have lurmuiinled all 
the ilimLullics which hsrset the man wlm. 
aa a settler, eucountrr* the fnreat of 
Canada, and thai they have now ariiml at 
that range ulicre Ihey may realtar all 
Ihose pleaiure which flow frum lit ing on 
their own prupertte*, fur which they pay 
nu lent — no taaes — and at the aaane time 
hnv*} thote prupertte* secured to Lhem and 
their* by the best of earthly guarantees, 
the faith of the British Constitution. 

The improvements at FiUroy Harbour 
have been very cunaiderable. A few yearn 
■I nee there wa* but one solitary building, 
of an inferior description, belonging to 
and occupied by C. Shnreff, K*q. . now 
it it a thriving ullage, the rentlervuu* or 
the lumberers engaged on the shure* of 
this majestic river, and contains, chiirchc*, 
ftour nulls . saw nulla. luerchanUj' (tore*, 
aad mechanics' (hunt, with numerous neat 
and cuiufuttablc dwclling-liouMi, 

On progressing up ward* from the Chats, 
through thai poriiun of the rirer called 
the Lake uf the Chats, their are many 
new clearing! and enlargement* of old 
one*. Thia lake is a noble rfiect uf water, 
and il* bank* furnish tome beautiful 
pieturestjttt niiualiont fur seiiletnent. 
Among other* may be mentioiird Arnpriur, 
formerly the residence of tieorge Bucha- 
nan, E>u. ; and Kinell Lodge, where 
Chief M'Nab resided. Sand Point, the 
residence of A- M'Oonell, Etcj, , is a tine 
location for a gentleman ; and many other* 
could be mentioned. Nur are lhe*e im- 
provement* of art, ur beaut iti ut nature, 
confined tu lhe Upper Canada ride of the 
lake alone. Tbe towmhipi of Clarendon, 
firutul, Litchfield, Sec, which lie on the 
northern tide, in Lower Canada, contain 
many excellent farms, occupied by thriv- 
ing farmers, 

Proceeding to the laket, after quitting 
the river, the first harbour and city is 
Kingston, one of the oldest town* in 
Western Canada. It* admirable location, 
at the head uf the finest bay on the lake, 
and at lhe confluence of the lake and the 'St. 
Lawrence, early pointed itouttolhe French 
trade rt at an impurtant position for a 
trading post. Abuut the year 1000, ihey 
commenced a small settlement, which wa* 
at first called hy the Indian name of Ca- 
Uratiui, but afterwards Prunteuac- 

During the tan war with tbe tfLvle*, 
Kingstun was Ihe naval dqiut uf the 
Urilith upon the lakes , but the remains 
of a hundred-gun ship, and the rutlen 
it tubers or a few unall brig*, are all that it 
left of the thing* which were. Kingston 
it nuw lhe rcndeivuui or lhe Government 
■teamen un the laket, and i* defended by- 
Fort Henry, which is built in lhe tuudern 
style, and it considered the best con- 
itntcted forties! in Canada. Kingston 
itself, being principally built -if dark free- 
stone, has an im]*>!ing effect. 

My friend Bubop Micduuell bought 1 1

paid £19,01)0. During Ihe period lince 
the .^ar uf government haa been established 
it Kingston, TOO house* have been built, 
at an cxprndituete uf £100,000. 

On Ihe union "f the pruvturei, Kings- 
ton was made Ihe seat of government, and 
the immense rite iu the value uf properly 
since, cannot be fairly add in ed as a result 
uf it* uwn advantage*, although Ihe pre- 
vious facls are convincing proofs of the 
advance! octationed by Us augmented pu- 
jiulatiun II hat Ihe noblest market-place 
in America , and 1 hope lhal. Trum it. 
puitlivn and surrounding cuunlry, li will, 
like the KngUsh cily of Toronto, remain 
uninjured from its lust uf the seat of go- 
vernment. That, like Toronto, il it 
making vigorous effort* to compensate for 
this lata, by extending it* trade and im- 
proving itt advaotagr*, may be Inferred 
from the following statement from a New 
Yotk Journal i —

Of tbe towns, |.oii>. and 
harGuuri, Coburg, Purl Hupe, Bond Head, 
and Whitby, are the principal. Belleville 
and the Prince Edward District are also 
progressing in the most satisfactory man- 
ner, The rear town ship* are like wit* 
eminently deserving of allriitiun, present - 
ing many attractions, from their beamy, 
fertility, and cheapness, it) intending 
settler* in Ihe colon y , The ton u of Peler - 
borough, the dial net town of the Newcastle 
District, It beautifully placed at tbe foul 
uf a teiiei of rapid* formed by numerous 
scattered t nland lake* and tributary it reams, 
springing from an unsettled and altutisl un- 
explored wilderness, the main artery flow- 
ing in a circuituus route from Lhr margin 
of Lake Siuuoe,and that lake again throw - 
iuk off it* supeitliiuii* waters into the 
Huron i When this vast cliaitt of water* 
tiectaniee united for navigable purposes. and 
the rich lands up their coufinei lie- 
cuiue settled and cull it sled, rew lucalitie* 
will prove tnore inviting or alir<ulivc 
than lliii extentiie and neglected tract. 
Some judfjinrnt may be formed uf 111* 
capabilities uf those townshigii which are 
settled, by a slatemeiit, from lhe Pari 
Hop* Gaitttr. that there were lut winter 
more than 1011,000 bushel* uf wheal stated 
in Port Hope, and lhal one-lhird more, 
raised in the rrar towmhipi, was Iu come 
in . that there wa* tu Windsor 60,000 t 
in Osihawa, 80,000 , in Btiwuianville, 
Newcastle, and Bond Head, an much as 
would make 500,000, and thai, taken 
with the produce of Cavan tnd Munaghati, 
would amount tu between TOO.IMH) aud 
900,000 bushels uf vt In .it for thr F.nglnh 
nnirkel.

Torontu can boast its tace-cotirie, its 
cricket -ground, itt racket -court, and foi 
a bowling-green hat one of the inosi de- 
lightful spots it hate ever seen uul uf 
England, These are owned, we believe, 
by Mr. William II.

Cabs are (lying iu all directions . thrv 
have nol the smart and gay appearance uf 
those in New York | but they have good 
bottet. intellioent duvets, and the charges 
are exactly kalf those of the A uteri can 
rale*. 

The Cu liege, under the directiun uf Mr. 
Her mi i. and Univeitily, presided over by 
lhe Rev . Dr. M' Can I r are i nst il ut ion s of h t gh 
repute. They are liberally endowed, and 
when the building uf the University it 
completed, it will hare no superior on this 
side Ihe Atlantic.

Toronto uffert one of the must eligible 
place* of residence fur men of muderate 
fortune in North America. Investment* 
can alto be mott advantageously made in 
the rich back country of the district. The

Ihe public avenues leading to other parts 
uf the province, and to the different pari* 
of the North American Union.
